Plans for the erection of a set 
of carillon bells are being porisite

ered by Dean Thomas Trawick and 
students of Santa Ana College. 


If the bells project is approved, 
it will be undertaken by members 
of the associated student-body, In- 
terclub Council, faeulty members, 
and the SAC alumni association. 

The idea for the bells, which will 
cost approximately $5,000, was 
suggested by Thomas Trawick 
when he heard the carillon bells 
at Mt. San Antonio College. Tra- 
wick comments, “The tradition 
and. atmosphere created by the 
carillon bells set an indescribable 
tone on. the college campus. The 
bells make a college campus com- 
plete.” 

The associated student president 
would appoint a committee consist- 
ing of students and faculty mem- 
bers who weuld be in charge of 
the overall project. The committee 
would be in charge of the cam- 
paign for raising the necessary 
money for the purchasing and 
erection of the bells and would

A panel on. delinquency pre- 
vention highlighted the confer- 
ence. Faculty members from more 
than 40 junior colleges, colleges, 
and universities helped top experts 
discuss probationary problems. 
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Since its adoption a few years ago students and ad- 
ministrators alike from many of the Eastern Conference 
schools have openly criticized the Sportsmanship Trophy 
given annually to the college displaying the greatest “evi- 
dence of student rooting section and team sportsmanship.” 

No one pays much attention to it, save perennial win- 
ner Orange Coast. 5; 

Yet the conference continues making the’ award 
despite the weak system for evaluating the schools and 
the obvious: lack of interest among the EC members. 

Fullerton News Tribune sports editor Stan Jones has 
a good substitute;'why not do away with the award eri- 
tirely and replace it with a more realistic All Sports 
Trophy? 

The system: for choosing the winner is simple and 
more concrete than the unworkable sportsmanship rating 
code. The winner of each sport is awarded eight points, 
runner-up, seven, and so on gown. Each sport carries 
equal weight and the poinfs are totaled up in the spring. 

Surely this idea is more feasible. than a Sportsmanship 
Trophy. .

Astronomers Make Good Use 
Of SAC Refractor Telescope

Anyone for stargazing? 

Many interesting heavenly sights 
are viewed from the eight-inch re- 
fractor telescope housed in the 
dome-topped building directly 
south of the Student Union! 

The only trouble is that you 
never know at what hour you will 
have to arise in order to glimpse 


the galaxies at 
zeniths. 
Recently, Dr. Walter Brooks and 
ten brave Dons squeezed into the 
observatory at 4:30 a.m. to view 
the conjunction of Saturn and 


their shimmering 


Jupiter. The two planets were in 
line with one another; something 
that: occurs only once every twenty 
years. 

David Hartman, astronomy in- 
structor, states that the college is

very fortunate in having an_ ob- 
servatory with one of the finest 
telescopes of any junior college in 
Southern California. .The instru- 
ment is very useful as an auxiliary 
to the astronomy course. Every 
semester each of the 75 students 
enrolled spends two class hours in 
the observatory, peering out at the 
wonders of space. 

The classes have recently been 
viewing nebula of Orion, Mars, 
and Venus, along with examining 
craters and mountains on_ the 
moon. The observatory is used on 
Monday and Tuesday evenings. 

Lights Interfere 

“When the observatory was in- 
stalled at SAC,” states Hartman, 
“it was out in an open area, away 
from conflicting lights. But now, 
with Honer Plaza _ illuminated 
every evening, vision in the north- 
ern part of the sky is lost, al- 
though the southern sky is very 
visible.” 

During the daytime, nothing but 
sun spots can be detected. 

History 

SAC has had the use of the ob- 
servatory for over 32 years. It 
was purchased by the late Attor- 
ney Clyde Bishop and was first 
located at his home in Lemon 
Heights. College students had an 
open invitation to make use of the 
instrument. 

The observatory was willed to 
the college by Bishop’s widow, but 
the building was on the Santa Ana 
High School grounds for several 
years before it was transferred to 
the new SAC campus in 1955. 

Next time you see the observa- 
tory’s gleaming dome, remind 
yourself that through the gene- 
rosity of a ‘SAC booster, the 
mysteries of the outer world have 
been brought down to earth on the 
Don campus!

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U.S. at War With Russia’ 
Told at Anti-Red Rally

“We are at war with Russia now,” spoke Dr. Fred 
Schwartz, one of the noted experts lecturing at the Orange 
County school of anti-communism youth day last Wednes- 


day. 


Before 12,000 youth of high 
schools and junior colleges of 
Orange County, Dr. Swartz, 


president of the Christian 
anti - communism crusade and 
student and_ diagnostician of 
the Marxian theory and _ philoso- 
phy, expisined that by definition 
of the theory of Marxism there is 
“an existence of a permanent state 
of class war between the commun- 
ists and the. ‘imperialist Ameri- 


cans’.”” 


Dr. Schwartz continued that, to 
the communists, peace was synony- 
mous with complete world domina- 
tion by the communist party. 

One of the highlight speakers 
for the students who packed the 
Anaheim La Palma Park stadium 
and overflowed onto the grass was 
Herbert A. Philbrick, the man who 
“Led Three Lives” for nine years 
as citizen, member of the com- 
munist party and counterspy for 
the FBI. 


Philbrick stressed that in the 
44 year history of the communist 
party, it has grown from its origi- 
nal 30,000 members to capture 
972, million people, one-third of 
the earth’s population and_ one- 
quarter of the earth’s territory. 
Another former member of the 
BI and author of the book “The 
Naked Communist,” W. Cleon 
kousen, told attending students 
hat “the West can win the fight 
against communism if she will 
hbwaken and stand up for her 
rights.’ 

“Rusisa’s, greatest weakness is 
her economy. Communism simply 
von’t produce,” he stated.
